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How Oil Calms the Waves 


An impression prevails that great 
quantities of oil are requ:rea to calm 
the sea, but Prof. Ray Lankester of 
England suggests that a pint of ofl 
an hour will secure a zone of calm) 
water around a ship sufficient for the | 
safe launching of small boats. Ac- 
cording to this author ty, nine pints 
of oil are sufficient to calm a squaré 
mile of water, and, incredible as it 
may appear, one drop will calm seven 
square feet. The oil spreacs out over 
the surface of the sea in a film which 
has the almost unimaginable thick- 
ness of two-millionths 6f a millimeter, 
yet it holds in leash the mighty power 
of the ocean. When this film of oil 
spreads over the surface, the heaping- 
up action of the water, which results! 
in the formaticn first of ripples and 
thet of waves, cannot take place. The 
thinner the film the greater is its ef 
fect in pulling down ‘he crests of the 
waves :nd making a lower wave line, 
free from break. 

That all leadiny nations are prepar- 
ing to make the use of oil et sea com-} 
pulsory is indicated by the London 
Board of trade’s statutory rules and 
orders regarding life-saving appliances 
on vessels. The rules now provide 
that, in all classes of foreign-going 
ships, lifeboats shall be equipped with 
one gallon of oil, and a vessel of ap- 
proved pattern for distributing it in 
rough weather. The calming action of 
oil on the water has been mathemat- 
ically demonstrated: 

In nearly every instance where oil 
is used on the great lakes the cap- 
tains let it drip through the waste 
pipes both forward and aft. Some of 
the masters claim excellent results 
from dripping oil through a s.ort piece 
of deck hose run through ihe hawser 
Seinen thet forward. Many. lake 
men think that ©. two methods are 
as efficient as Atak Oe ait bade,’ aa 
are much easier to put into operation.

To Save Rob Boy Birthplace 


The birthplace of Rob Roy, the cele- 
brated Highland freebooter, the place 
where he died, and his grave, have 
been saved by a decision of the house 
of lords denying the city of Glasgow 
a right to draw a water supply fron. 
Loch Voil and Loch Doine. If Glas-| 
gow’s request had been necessary, 
since these lakes are a part of the 
eastern watershed, to raise the level 
ot the lakes some 60 feet, which would 
have submerged the Rob Roy land- 
marks. 

These sentimental considerations 
were laid before the house of lords in 
petition after petition, but the deci- 
sion of that body, sitting in its judic- 
ial capacity, was not based upon any 
of these points, The ancient riparian 
regulations: read that water from an 
eastern watershed shall not be divert- 
ed to western uses, and it was de- 
cided that Glasgow must forego its 
water supply for the prosaic reason 
that the city is on the wrong side of 
the watershed. 


Dryden's New Pump 

A new powerful turbine pump has 
recently ben added to the plant of the 
Dryden Timber & Power Co. The 
pump delivers 1,500 galloons a minute 
to a height of 150 feet, and is driven 
by a direct coupled 90 horse power 
motor. A continuous water supply is 
thereby stored up in the water tank

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SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 


Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homes on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation, 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 


A settler who has exhausted his home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. Duties.—Must reside six

THE USEFUL CANARY 


Serves as a Certain Indication to De- 
cide if tne Air Inside Mines is 
Unfit for B-eathing Purposes 
If one were asked to enumerate the 
useful thirgs ia this world, we should 
be inclined to :mile at a man who 
would include vanaries in the list. But 
it happens that this same little crea 
ture is indispensable in helping to 
carry on one of the world’s most im- 
portant industries. For generations 
men have experimented to find an un- 
failing indicator of bad air in mines, 
It seemed, for @ time, that mice were 
reliable. When they seemed to be- 
come faint ani motionless it was 
taken for granted that the air was not 
safe for human beings to breathe and 
miners were no: permitted to go into 

those chambers 

But it devercped that the mice 
were simply su!king. Testing the air 
hundreds vf teet below the surface 
was not according to their taste and 
they did what the miners seem fond 
of doing—they “struck.” Incidentally, 
one wonders where they learned. 

The next development was the use 
of canaries. These little pets are 
pampered a=d protected in every pos- 
sible way. They are carried to the 
mines and kept in special cars ready 
for service, They are encouraged to 
sing and skip about and keep them- 
selves bright. When needed they are 
taken into the suspected part of the 
mine and watched closely as the 
journey advances. At the slightest 
indication of foulness in the air the 
canaries droop, finally, if carried far 
enough, they will fall over. 

But they are never allowed to suf- 
fer. At once they are removed to the 
upper air and soon skip about and 
sing, none the worse for their expcri- 
ence. It seems incredible that hun 
dreds of human lives hang on the life 
of a canary, but such is the case. One 
who loves to preack a sermon could 
draw a great lesson from the canary 
and the mouse both too tiny to be 
considered importanc, and one semain- 
ing small whils tre other looms into 
greatness simply by keeping bright 
ard cheerfu: anc hopping about at the 
right time. 


BRITISH NAVY UNIFORNS| 


WEARING OF BLUE DOES NOT GO 
BACK BEYOND 1748 


Before the Year 1748 There Was No 
Regular Nava: Uniform, and the 
Captain of a Warship Dressed Him- 

| self and His Officers in Uniforms

When we get accustomed to some 
long-establishe. fashion we are apt 
to think that iat is founded on th3 
nature of things, something that has 
always been so and must forever re- 
main so. Let me give an exampie— 
blue is the chiet and predominant 
color in naval utiforms, and no doubt. 
most peopic will say, “Of course it 
is.” They will argue that blue is the 
obvious color foi the dress of a sailor 
because the sea is blue, says the 
writer of ‘Subd Rosa” in The Daily 
News and Leauer (London), and is 
described as “the azure main.” The 
phrases “‘ntvy biue,” “bluejacket,” and 
ultra-marine all show that we accept 
the idea that wlue is necessarily the 
color tor those who have to do with 
the sea, Let ro one suppose that t 
question the approrriateness of such 
a choice, but there was a time when 
.our naval officers dressed themselves 
_up in all sorts of gay colors. 

Before 1748 there was no naval 
uniform, and the captain of a warship 
dressed himself and his officers as he 
‘liked. There were naval “nuts” in 
.those days—for instance, Captain 
Windham and the officers of the Kent, 
»@ ship of 70 guns, wore (in 1746) gray 
and silver faced with scarlet, to- 
gether with chek shirts and petticcat 
trousers. Now at or about that time 
‘there was a club of sea officers who 
met every Sunday evening at Will’s 
coftee house in Scotland Yard, for the 
purpose of watching over their rights 
and privileges. It is the fixed view 
of nearly every naval man that Alfred 
the Great founded the navy, and that 
it has been going to the dogs ever 
since. On one memorable Sunday 
night the :ssembled heroes determin 
ed that “a uni.crm dress was usetul 
and necessary .o; the commissioned 
officers, agreeable to the practice of 
other nations So they formed a 
,committee, and it waited on the Duke 
of Bedford, who was at the head of 
the Admirality, and His Grace brought 
the question before King George II. 

The monarch agreed with the pro- 

posal, and in the end Mr. Forbes, 
then admiial o. the fleet, was sum- 
moned to atterc the Duke of Bed- 
ford. He went and found the room 
aecorated with «| sorts of different 
naval dress, anc he was asked his 
epinion as to tLe most apprc priate. 
The admira.’s view was that the uni- 
form should be red and blue, or blue 
and red, as these, he said, were the 
national colors. It was then that the 
duke rema ked with some compla- 
ceacy that the king had determined 
otherwise, rnd he went on to say: 
“Having seen my duchess riding in 
the park < few days ago, in a habit 
of blue faced with white, the dress 
took the fancy of his majesty, who 
has appointed it for the uniform of 
the royal navy.” Prohably the duchess 
little knew when she ordered that 
riding habit tat her choice would 
pare so great and so. lasting a re- 
Bult, .

THE AVERAGE MAN CANNOT AF- 
FORD TO TALK POVERTY 


For the Poor Mar. to Admit Hie Pover- 
ty le Fatal, and He Must Keep up 
Appearances By Spending Lavishly 
or His Credit is Gone. 


One of the greatest hardships of 
comparative poverty is that it must 
not be adm’ttei, says a London Times’ 
writer in the course of a most inter- 
esting article. For the poor man to 
say that he is poor is fatal. To hide 
his miserab:e condition he must spead, 
and spend .avishly. He must feed at 
the best restaurants, be clothed by 
good tailors, scorn the cheap and con- 
venient omnibus, adopt the worries 
of an income he does not possess, and 
talk loudly of che iniguities of the sup- 
ertax. By doing ali this he may be 
able to give to the rich, as well as to 
to the other poor, an impression of 
wealth that has ct least permitted to 
practice economy openly. The really 
poor do it becaure they have no cred- 
it; the really rich because they do 
not need it. 

Before wé may indulge ourselves in 
that luxury of the rich, talking poor, 
we must be very sure of our banking 
account. It must be able to support 
us adequately in our protestations of 
poverty, so that we nay never be be- 
lieved. We must bé beyond tempta- 
tion, able to talk poverty, but never 
forced to act it. We must have so 
much money hit we can really be- 
deve ourselves poor, or at least cap- 
able of being made poor. Sa 

As a ru'te when poverty hobnob 
with wealth, wealth talks poor ell the 
time and acts rich; poverty talks rich 
and acts poor; that is the difference, 
Millionaires se2m to take a special 
delight in seexing the sympathy of 
500 pounds a vear. He tells him of 
the stupendous expenses of his pala- 
tial’ establishments, draws vivid 
word-pictures o; the straits in which 
he finds himself in order to meet the 
ceaseless demand: for money that be- 
set him on evary side, and gererally 
manages to assure his companion in 
the most convi.cing tones that he 
should thank the kindly fates that 
much wealth has been denied him. 
He does th‘s rartly because he likes 
to believe it, p_rtly to head off any 
attempt on the part of 2,500 a year 
to get anything out of him. 

But 2,500 2. year is flattered by it. 
He is’ pleased that the great maa 
should come duwn to his level and 
seek his sympathy. He feels that he 
is seeing the human side of this mag- 
nate that is hidden from the rest of 
the world; and he almost believes the 
story of the sorrows of the rich. :And 
then, perhaps, aiffidently he will ask 
the great man to lunch with him. It 
seems presumption, but then--before 
he has over-steppe: the bounds of 
consideration tke poor should by 
right. accord to the rich, the great 
man has accepted, aailed a cab, and 
given the driver the name of the 
most exper sive restaurant in town. 

Two thousand a. year pays for the 
cab and the lurch, and at the end of 
the meal mi..ionaire shakes him 
warmly by the hand and leaves him 
and takes an omnibus to Pall Mall to 
buy another steem yacht». Two thou- 
sand a year takes a taxicab to the 
bank to arrange another small over- 
draft. But they sre mutually satisfied 
—millionaire because -he has had @ 
good free lunch two thousand a year 
tecause he has been seen in a public: 
place with a rast influential person.

Sir Ernest Shackleton’s ship, the 
Endurance, is well named, for she 
is built in eturd} oak and pliant pitch- 
pine, and ‘s very well fitted to take 
the intrepid exnlorer and his company 
of brave mer tc the frozen south, to 
carry still turther the work of explor- 
ation which cost brave Captain Scott 
his life.

The teachers and pupils atthe St 
Paul, Minnesota, Normal school re- 
cently built a great relief map of the 
United States in the schoolyard. Both 
instructors and students pitched in 
and raised mountains ‘and indicated 
seas on the forty by one-hundred-and- 
twetity-foot plot.

These animals always have and 
always will draw buyers from all over the 
continent providing that their.appearance 
1is more general than exceptional, and 
that they can be found at any time on 
the Calgary market. I was’told ofa 
farmer who boasted that in a shipment 
| of hogs that he had sold he slipped in two 
piggy sows.

would have on the market,

Such acts 
are not smart, they are foolish, because 
they help kiil the market. 

It is regretted that conditions have be- 
come so as to practically force some stock 
on the market at any price, and it is far 
more regrettable that steps have not been 


| taken to help those farmers so situated, as 
it will eventually damage the market and 
cause the Alberta farmers to lose the good 
name they hold for marketing excellent 


stock if it is continued. . Lhere is no ex- 


cuse, however, for those farmers outside 
the afflicted areas to-market their stock 
in poor shape. 


The Idaho corn fed hog is a keen com- 
petitor of the Alberta hog, and it. will 
keep us going to maintain our lead on 
him, but it is a fact that the Alberta hog 
stands well to-day, and by judgment and 
discretion, fair treatment and constant 
attention, there is mo reason why we 
should step back for any competitor. 


The good stock draws the buyers and 
competition, and consequently good prices 
and after all that is what we are after. 
Ifeach farmer truly recognized how much 
depends on the condition of his stock at 
the time of marketing, and the close re- 
lationship that this has to the prices paid,
